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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  this  my  19th  Annual  Report,  I  have  pleasure  in  being  able 
to  give  a  very  satisfactory  account  of  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  in 
1907.  The  sickness-rate  was  much  below  the  average  throughout 
the  year,  and  the  death  rate  was  by  far  the  lowest  on  record. 

The  town  is  situated  in  a  broad,  shallow  valley  400  to  445  feet 
above  the  sea  level  ;  many  of  its  streets  are  still  unmade  ;  the  older 
houses  are  chiefly  built  on  land,  having  a  clay  or  clay  mixed  with 
gravel  bottom,  which  is  almost  impervious  to  water  ;  most  of  the 
newer  houses  are  built  on  shale  excavated  from  ironstone  and  coal 
mines  ;  the  air  is  bracing  ;  the  water  supply  is  chiefly  from  an 
artesian  well  below  sandstone  formations  ;  the  inhabitants  are 
chiefly  sturdy  artisans  engaged  in  producing  locks,  keys,  castings 
and  other  hardware  articles  ;  there  is  no  (so  called)  residential 
population  ;  women  are  largely  employed  in  some  of  the  industries  ; 
rather  more  children  were  employed  last  year,  than  in  recent  years  ; 
iron  casters  had  full  occupation,  but  the  lock  trade  was  far  from 
good  ;  the  year  on  the  whole  was  decidedly  favourable  to  health, 
especially  as  regards  range  of  temperature,  absence  of  storms  and 
comparative  coolness  of  the  Summer  months  ;  and  the  number  of 
deaths  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  District,  which  had  risen 
year  by  year  since  the  locksmiths’  strike  in  1902,  fell  from  45  in 
1906  to  29  in  1907. 

My  calculations  are  based  on  an  estimated  population  of  19,613, 
living  in  3,820  houses  ;  arrived  at  by  allowing  5'1  persons  to  each 
house,  as  at  the  last  Census  ;  and  adding  131 — the  estimated  pro¬ 
portion  of  inmates  of  the  Union  House,  from  the  township. 
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There  were  615  births  and  248  deaths  registered  in  the  District, 
equal  to  a  Birth-rate  of  31'3  and  a  Death-rate  of  12’6  per  thousand 
per  year  ;  as  compared  with  an  average  of  35'2  and  18'5  respectively 
in  the  ten  preceding  years.  The  Birth-rate  was  higher  than  in  the 
two  preceding  years,  but  much  under  that  of  any  other  year  of 
which  I  have  a  record.  The  Death-rate  was  by  (far  the  most  satis¬ 
factory  since  1851  and  I  think  it  may  be  assumed  there  has  been  no 
such  satisfactory  rate  in  the  last  120  years,  though  exact  figures  are 
not  to  hand.  The  Death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic 
disease^  was  1'4  ;  as  compared  with  an  average  of  2‘9  in  the  ten 
preceding  years.  The  rate  was  slightly  lower  from  those  diseases  in 
only  five  other  years  since  1883.  The  net  Death-rate  of  all  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  District  was  14'1  per  thousand  per  year — that  is  to  say, 
including  those  who  died  in  public  institutions  beyond  it. 

Eighty-five  children  died  under  one  year  old,  equal  to  a  rate  of 
138’2  per  thousand  births  registered  ;  as  compared  with  an  average 
of  179-5  in  the  ten  preceding  years.  As  this  was  the  sixth  year  in 
succession  that  the  rate  was  lower  than  the  average,  there  seems  to 
be  some  hope  that  forces  are  at  work  tending  to  diminish  infantile 
mortality.  As  regards  deaths  from  the  common  infectious  diseases, 
much  has  been  done  in  the  past  by  the  Council  to  prevent  them  ; 
much  more  can  be  and  ought  to  be  done,  as  every  report  that  I  have 
written  has  testified.  Beyond  this,  there  are  social  forces  at  work 
such  as  ignorance,  vice,  the  desire  to  avoid  large  families,  and  female 
labour  in  factories  leading  to  neglect  of  home  duties,  which  undoubt¬ 
edly  conduce  to  mortality  amongst  infants.  Of  20  illegitimate  children 
born,  six  died  before  the  end  of  the  year,  or  considerably  more  than 
double  the  rate  which  prevailed  amongst  legitimate  and  illegitimate 
children  combined.  “  Physical  incapacity  is  not  the  cause  of  the 
declining  birth  rate . Children  are  a  trouble,  a  nuis¬ 
ance,  an  expense . The  same  practice  which  lowers 

the  birth  rate  tends  to  raise  the  infantile  death  rate . 

The  increasing  use  of  means  to  prevent  conception  or  procure  abor¬ 
tion,  which  if  unsuccessful  must  have  a  prejudicial  effort  on  the 
health  of  the  child . From  preventing  children  from 
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coming  into  the  world  to  helping  them  out  of  it  is  but  a  step  ;  the 
same  motives  that  prompt  the  one  lead  to  the  other,  when  the  first 
is  unsuccessful.”  To  bring  about  a  better  state  of  things  an  increased 
use  of  the  personal  element  is  called  for  ;  by  which  I  mean  the 
use  of  the  personality  of  trained  lady  inspectors,  reinforced  by 
voluntary  assistants,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pay  nursing  visits 
and  to  find  out  young  women  with  babies  who  are  teachable,  and  to 
teach  them  how  to  feed  and  nurse  their  infants  and  what  true  clean¬ 
liness  of  home  and  person  means.  Lectures  to  the  masses  on  health, 
even  if  you  could  get  the  masses  together,  are  nearly  useless  ;  and  in 
my  opinion  there  is  not  much  to  be  hoped  for  in  the  near  future 
from  teaching  the  laws  of  hygiene  in  elementary  schools  to  children 
in  industrial  towns  the  bulk  of  whom  leave  when  they  are  14  years 
old,  at  a  time  when  they  cannot  be  said  to  have  acquired  more  than 
the  rudiments  of  knowledge. 

The  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  certified  were  : — Diphtheria  6, 
Scarlet  Fever  103,  Enteric  Fever  4,  Puerperal  Fever  1,  and  Erysipe¬ 
las  17  ;  whilst  of  non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  there  came  to  my 
knowledge: — Measles  216,  Chicken  Pox  192,  Whooping  Cough  60, 
Mumps  1,  Diarrhoea  37,  and  Influenza  2.  Of  these  1  died  from 
Diphtheria,  1  from  Scarlet  Fever,  1  from  Enteric  Fever,  1  from 
Erysipelas,  8  from  Measles,  3  from  Whooping  Cough  and  16  from 
Diarrhoea  or  other  Diarrhoeal  Diseases. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria,  predisposing  causes  were  found  and 
removed  at  31  New  Road,  19  Alma  Street,  and  partly  so  at  2  Albion 
Street  and  plans  have  since  been  approved  by  the  Council  to  secure 
further  sanitary  needs.  I  regret,  that  although  I  believe  I  was  the 
first  M.O.H.  in  the  County  to  suggest  the  provision  by  the  Council  of 
Anti-Diphtheritic  Serum  in  suitable  cases,  the  Council  has  not  acted 
on  my  suggestion  ;  whilst  many,  if  not  most,  other  Councils  have 
resolved  to  provident,  free  of  cost. 

Although  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  numerous,  and  many  of 
them  severe,  they  were  relatively  nothing  like  so  numerous  as  in 
three  or  four  adjacent  towns;  and  many  of  them  were  introduced 
from  other  towns.  All  except  three  were  treated  at  their  own 
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homes,  as  no  provision  for  isolation  in  hospitals  has  been  made. 
Satisfactory  provisions  were  made  for  the  housing  of  an  Elementary 
School  Teacher,  a  Milliner  and  a  Draper’s  Assistant  away  from 
infected  premises  ;  also  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  of  a  milk 
vendor  and  a  laundry  away  from  infected  premises.  One  child  was 
discovered  in  the  “peeling”  stage  in  Field  Street  and  another  in  St. 
Mary’s  School.  Both  were  afterwards  isolated  ;  in  every  case  efforts 
were  made  to  secure  as  much  isolation  as  the  infected  premises  would 
allow  and  the  means  of  the  sufferers  permit  ;  and  in  nearly  every 
case  the  bedrooms,  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected. 

With  regard  to  Enteric  Fever,  a  man  came  to  19,  Bose  Hill, 
from  Birmingham  with  the  disease  and  died  there  a  few  aays  later. 
Although  the  death  was  actually  registered  here,  it  is  not  accounted 
for  in  Table  4,  nor  in  calculating  the  preventable  death-rate,  as 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  death  to  be  included  in  the 
Birmingham  returns.  The  house  was  disinfected,  and  the  case  led 
to  the  discovery  of  a  blocked  drain  close  to  its  junction  with  the 
sewer,  which  was  immediately  remedied.  The  case  at  Stone  Street 
was  on  old  premises  having  no  special  defect  ;  and  the  milk  supply 
was  from  Mr.  Cash's,  concerning  whose  premises  remarks  will  be 
made  later  on.  A  small  nuisance  was  discovered  and  abated  at  17 
Gough  Street.  The  other  case  in  Clothier  Street  was  that  of  an 
assistant  to  the  Town  Surveyor,  who  just  before  the  attack,  had  been 
engaged  in  superintending  sewer  extensions  and  removal  of  sewer 
blockage  in  Wednesfield  Boad. 

Special  advice  was  given  to  prevent  Puerperal  Fever  spreading 
from  22  Clemson  Street.  The  Midwife  was  prevented  from  attend¬ 
ing  other  cases  of  confinement  for  one  month,  and  her  clothing  and 
instruments  were  thoroughly  disinfected.  A  District  Nurse  who  has 
usually  nothing  to  do  with  the  lying-in  took  charge  of  the  case,  and 
all  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  secure  disinfection  of  the  patient’s 
bed  and  body  clothing. 

Two  of  the  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  of  traumatic  origin,  and 
beyond  saying  that  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  infection  of  milk  or 
milk  vessels  at  65  Church  Street,  there  is  nothing  further  to  report. 
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The  origin  and  course  of  the  epidemic  of  Measles  was  fully 
described  in  my  Annual  Eeport  for  1906.  Towards  the  end  of  that 
year,  the  Eortobello  County  Council  Schools  were  closed  by  order  of 
the  Council  until  December  22nd.  On  the  children  re-assembling 
after  the  holidays,  as  the  epidemic  still  continued,  the  schools  were 
again  closed  from  January  9th,  1907  to  February  4th.  A  teacher  in 
whose  home  there  was  Measles,  was  satisfactorily  housed  away  from 
home  for  one  month.  The  compaiative  coolness  of  July,  August 
and  September,  especially  the  months  first  named,  was  favourable  to 
the  non-production  of  infantile  epidemic  Diarrhoea  until  a  much 
later  date  than  is  usual  here.  The  majority  of  the  fatal  cases  were 
hand- fed  ;  but  I  have  pointed  out  before  that  improper  feeding  is  not 
confined  to  the  summer  months,  whilst  epidemic  Diarrhoea  is  rarely 
present  before  July  17th.  It  therefore  follows  that  there  is  some¬ 
thing  necessary  to  produce  the  ailment  over  and  above  improper 
feeding,  and  that  “  something  ”  is  just  as  specific  as  the  specific 
poisons  which  produce  other  diseases.  The  specific  germ  enters 
with  the  food,  and  often  carried  by  flies,  produces  the  fatal  symptoms; 
therefore  if  children  are  breast-fed,  the  chances  of  taking  in  the 
specific  germ  are  diminished,  and  breast-fed  children  are  less  prone 
to  get  Diarrhoea  in  fatal  form.  A  few  minor  nuisances  on  premises 
where  there  was  Diarrhoea  were  discovered  and  abated. 

The  other  Infectious  Diseases  need  no  special  comment. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  asked  me  in  May  “  Whether  the  state¬ 
ment  which  has  been  made  that  the  Township  is  subject  to  epidemics 
of  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever,  &c.,  more  frequently  than  are  neigh¬ 
bouring  Townships  is  true,  and  if  so,  whether  you  may  be  able  to 
assign  any  cause  and  to  suggest  any  remedy  ?”  To  this  I  replied, 
“  I  have  no  evidence  that  there  are  more  epidemics  of  Measles  and 
Scirlet  Fever  &c.  in  Willenhall,  than  there  are  in  neighbouring 
towns.  As  a  fact  Scarlet  Fever  is  practically  never  absent  in  this 
and  most  towns  of  equal  or  larger  size  ;  and  Measles  is  never  absent 
for  long  together.  In  my  last  Annual  Eeport  1  dealt  fully  with  the 
incidence  of  Measles  ;  and  on  many  occasions  in  recent  years,  both 
in  annual  and  ordinary  reports,  I  have  discussed  the  incidence  of, 
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the  causes  of,  and  the  remedies  calculated  to  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  Tables  subjoined  will  enable  the  Council  to 
compare  this  town  with  other  towns  in  the  neighbourhood,  some  of 
which  are  manufacturing  towns  and  some  Country  towns  ;  also  with 
the  38  Urban  Districts  in  the  aggregate  in  the  administrative  County 
of  Stafford,  and  the  76  large  towns  of  England.  I  cannot  include 
the  County  Boroughs  as  I  have  not  the  facts  by  me,”  but  I  doubt  if 
they  would  show  up  more  favourably  than  Willenhall.

This  seems  to  show  that  in  the  five  years  named,  there  were  fewer 
cases  of  compulsory  Notifiable  Diseases  in  Willenhall,  than  in  any 
wholly  manufacturing  Urban  District  near  at  hand,  and  that 
Willenhall  compares  favourably  with  some  districts  which  are 
partly  or  chiefly  agricultural.

This  shows  that  from  all  the  seven  diseases  there  was  a  slightly 
larger  mortality  in  Wilienhall  than  in  the  eleven  towns  together, 
than  in  the  76  large  towns,  and  than  in  the  38  Urban  Districts. 
A  further  examination  would  show  there  are  far  more  deaths  from 
Infantile  Diarrhoea  in  Wilienhall,  than  in  most  of  the  Urban 
Districts  in  the  County,  and  it  is  to  a  diminution  of  deaths  from 
this  cause,  that  at  the  present  time,  the  Council’s  attention  should 
be  specially  directed.

This  shows  that  in  the  period  referred  to  Measles  was  more  fatal 
in  Willenhall  chan  in -most  of  the  towns  near  at  hand,  or  in  the  38 
Urban  Districts  combined,  or  the  76  large  towns,  or  in  the  eleven 
towns  close  together  combined. 

The  death-rate  from  Measles  in  Willenhall  per  1000  in  1906 
was  0*72  and  in  1907 — 0-40. 
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The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Consumption  were  17  and  from  all 
forms  of  Consumption  22,  equal  to  rates  respectively  of  8’5  and  11 '0 
per  10,000  persons  living,  expressed  to  the  nearest  half  unit,  a  better 
record  than  in  any  year  since  1896,  whilst  the  record  was  only  once 
surpassed  since  1875,  namely  in  1895.  As  T  have  dealt  with  this 
subject  very  fully  in  several  recent  reports,  I  think  it  only  necessary 
to  add  that  when  possible  the  bedrooms,  clothing  and  bedding  of  the 
deceased  persons  have  been  disinfected  ;  and  that  slowly,  although  I 
think  surely,  the  public  are  beginning  to  realize  consumption  i3  to  a 
very  large  extent  preventable  and  to  appreciate  the  value  of  out-door 
life  for  the  sufferers.  The  lowest  death-rate  per  10,000  persons  for 
England  as  a  whole  down  to  1902  from  all  forms  of  Consumption 
was  17'5  ;  since  then  I  cannot  give  the  figures  with  accuracy. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  were  as  numerous  as  usual.  Whilst  none 
of  the  recently  vaunted  cures  for  this  disease  appear  to  be  of  any  use, 
Surgeons  are  becoming  more  and  more  convinced  of  its  curability  by 
operation  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  the  Imperial  Cancer 
Research  Committee  believe  that  foundations  are  being  laid  which 
give  reasonable  hope  of  more  success  later  on. 

The  Steam  Disinfector  was  worked  on  106  days,  and  932  articles 
were  disinfected  by  it.  One  hundred  and  thirty-five  houses  were 
disinfected  after  infectious  disease. 

With  regard  to  properties  on  which  reports  were  made  during 
the  year  and  in  previous  years,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  informs  me 
that  the  proposed  new  cowsheds  at  Rose  Hill  have  not  been  built, 
and  the  old  cowsheds  are  not  now  used  ;  that  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  cowsheds  at  Mr.  Griffiths  in  the  Market  Place  is  still  not  kept  as 
clean  as  it  should  be  ;  that  Mr.  Cash’s  cowshed  at  High  Street, 
remains  as  it  was,  but  it  is  understood  instructions  have  been  given 
to  a  builder  to  re-erect  it?  and  the  principal  sanitary  requirements, 
taken  from  the  “  Cowshed  Regulations  ”  have  been  brought  to  his 
knowledge  ;  that  55  New  Street,  Court  1 ,  King  Street,  17  Stafford 
Street,  29  Crescent,  17  Bloxwich  Road,  5  Clothier  Street  and  15 
Bray  Street  have  been  put  into  fair  sanitary  order  ;  that  the  nuisance 
at  54  Walsall  Street  has  been  partly  abated,  but  not  to  the  full 


satisfaction  of  the  Council  ;  that  overcrowding  in  Queen  Street  and 
at  5  John  Street  has  ceased  ;  that  in  all  but  one  instance,  the  pro¬ 
perties  in  Gomer  Street  have  been  connected  with  the  sewers,  and 
plans  have  been  passed  for  the  work  to  be  done  at  the  other  property  ; 
that  a  slaughter-house  licence  has  now  been  granted  to  Mr.  Miller- 
chip  in  Cross  Street  ;  that  93  High  Street  and  Mr.  Ely’s  premises, 
Stafford  Street  are  much  as  they  were  ;  that  the  Council  do  not  pro¬ 
pose  to  take  any  action  with  regard  to  Mr.  Bead’s  property,  Bailway 
Street,  or  any  immediate  action  with  regard  to  61  Wednesfield 
Boad  ;  that  plans  have  been  passed  to  secure  improved  sanitation  at 
St.  Anne’s  Terrace  ;  and  that  the  owner  of  Mr.  Bailey’s  house,  Bose 
Hill  is  considering  whether  he  will  put  it  into  such  repair  as  will 
satisfy  your  Surveyor,  in  order  that  it  may  not  be  condemned  as 
unfit  for  habitation. 

A  summary  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  work  will  be  found 
in  Table  6.  During  the  year  60  privies  and  about  31  ashpits  were 
demolished  ;  57  water  and  48  waste  water  closets  were  fixed  ;  106 
houses,  making  a  total  of  3384,  were  connected  with  the  sewers  ;  12 
houses  were  demolished  ;  39  new  houses  were  built  ;  plans  for  14 
other  houses  were  passed  in  1906-7  which  have  not  yet  been  built  ; 
the  house  refuse  is  removed  by  the  Council’s  men,  and  has  been 
satisfactorily  done  ;  galvanized  iron  dust  bins  have  been  largely 
substituted  for  ashpits,  which  are  now  emptied  once  a  week  in  the 
day-time  ;  the  Waierglade  “  tip,”  which  is  too  near  the  town,  is  likely 
to  fall  into  dis-use  soon  ;  446  blockages  in  drains  and  waste  water 
closets  were  removed  by  the  Council’s  men  ;  two  pieces  of  diseased 
meat  were  seized  and  destroyed  ;  one  sample  of  water  was  examined, 
which  though  not  all  that  could  be  wished,  was  not  condemned  as 
unfit  for  use  ;  and  the  protection  against  nuisance,  promised  on 
behalf  of  the  Council,  at  Barr  Croft  Villa,  when  the  Walsall  Boad 
was  widened,  has  not  been  fixed  and  is  urgently  needed* 

It  will  thus  be  seen  there  are  still  about  436  houses  not  connected 
with  the  sewers.  Some  of  these  cannot  be,  until  the  sewers  have 
been  extended  ;  but  I  hope  the  Council  will  enable  me  to  report  next 
year,  that  every  property  that  can  be,  has  been  connected. 
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Field  Street  and  West  Street  have  been  formally  taken  over  by 
the  Council  after  having  been  properly  made  ;  Clothier  Street  and 
Granville  Street  are  being  made  under  the  Private  Streets  Works 
Act  1892  ;  and  it  is  understood  attention  is  about  to  be  given  to 
other  unmade  streets.  Monday  Alley  and  Mount  Pleasant  were  in 
a  wretched  condition  most  of  the  vear.

The  Wednesfield  Road  sewer  has  been  extended  for  a  short 
distance  beyond  Wellington  Place.  There  is  a  growing  need  for 
sewer  extensions  along  the  Bilston  and  Wolverhampton  Roads. 
Something  more  is  imperatively  needed  to  prevent  basements  in  the 
Walsall  Road  becoming  flooded  with  sewage-laden  water  in  times  of 
exceptional  storm.  Your  Surveyor  informs  me  the  Council  has 
sanctioned  the  putting  down  of  a  further  storm  overflow  in  the 
Walsall  Road  to  come  into  operation  after  the  volume  has  been  in¬ 
creased  to  six  times  the  dry  weather  flow.  I  hope  this  work  will  be 
commenced  at  once,  and  that  it  may  be  so  done  as  to  render  such  a 
dangerous  nuisance  impossible  in  the  future,  however  great  the  storm 
may  he.  The  work  of  under-draining  the  sewage-farm  land  on  the 
East  side  of  the  Tame  has  been  commenced. 

There  are  370  Workshops  on  the  Register,  of  which  102  are 
void.  These  shops  have  become  void  chiefly  in  consequence  of  the 
adaptation  of  steam,  gas  and  electric  power  to  the  production  of 
locks,  keys  and  other  hardware  goods.  Thirty-five  Workshops  have 
been  converted  into  Factories  since  1902.  Electric  motors  and 
small  gas  engines  can  be  adapted  to  the  Willenhall  trades  at  small 
cost  ;  and  there  is  little  room  for  doubt  that  many  other  workshops 
will  have  to  be  closed  in  the  near  future,  unless  mechanical  power  is 
more  generally  used.  Two  hundred  and  twenty  four  inspections  of 
factories  and  workshops  were  made  resulting  in  removal  of  9  nui¬ 
sances,  and  the  limewashing  of  26  ordinary  and  7  bakehouse  work¬ 
shops.  In  addition  ;  of  10  nuisances  not  abated  at  the  end  of  1906, 
8  were  abated  and  1  partly  abated,  in  1907  ;  and  better  ventilation 
is  at  present  being  provided  in  the  other  case.  The  bakehouses  have 
been  kept  in  very  fair  order,  and  special  regulations  for  file  cutters 
and  enamellers  of  iron  have  been  satisfactorily  observed.  To 
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diminish  the  risk  of  poisoning,  it  is  within  my  knowledge  that  experi¬ 
ments  have  for  some  time  past  been  in  progress,  to  produce  a  satis¬ 
factory  enamel  glaze  without  using  lead,  antimony,  arsenic  or  other 
injurious  material.  It  is  believed  the  difficulty  has  been  solved,  and 
that  in  a  few  months  the  invention  will  bear  fruit.  A  well-marked 
case  of  anthrax  was  reported  and  successfully  cured  by  operation — ■ 
the  diagnosis  being  confirmed  in  the  laboratory  of  the  University  of 
Birmingham.  Investigation  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  disease 
was  conveyed  to  a  tailoress  through  the  medium  of  materials  used  in 
making  up  clothing,  the  whole  of  the  materials  in  the  shop  having 
been  purchased  from  a  Yorkshire  Woollen  Manufacturer  and  a 
Wolverhampton  wholesale  Merchant.  I  don’t  think  there  is  over¬ 
crowding  in  any  workshop.  Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  is  in  force,  and  the  standard  of  sanitary  con¬ 
venience  aimed  at,  is  the  provision  of  one  for  every  25  of  each  sex 
employed.  Four  Outworkers’  Lists,  showing  employment  of  10  men 
were  received  twice  in  the  year,  and  33  Lists  showing  employment 
of  103  workmen  once  only  in  the  year  The  addresses  of  39  out¬ 
workers  were  sent  to  other  Councils  ;  32  outworkers’  premises  were 
inspected  ;  no  prosecutions  were  undertaken,  and  no  outwork  was 
done  on  unwholesome  or  infected  premises.  Three  matters  were 
notified  by  H.M.  Inspector  to  the  Council,  and  reports  of  action 
taken  in  each  case  were  sent  to  him.  There  are  no  workshops  hav¬ 
ing  wet  floors  ;  there  is  no  under-ground  bakehouse  in  use  ;  and  no 
distinctly  offensive  trade  is  carried  on.  The  5  outstanding  requests 
to  limewash  workshops  will  be  complied  with  ;  but  the  formal 
notice  to  substitute  waterclosets  for  existing  accommodation  at  10 
John  Street  has  not  been  complied  with.  The  Factory  Abstract  was 
posted  up  in  every  case  where  it  is  legally  required. 

Complaints  were  received  in  May  and  again  in  December  of  the 
irritating  products  of  combustion  in  the  use  of  ordinary  coal  gas  as 
an  illuminant.  The  complaints  were  well  founded,  and  I  hope  the 
Council  will  do  all  in  their  power,  to  secure  for  the  town  gas  which 
in  combustion  gives  rise  to  the  minimum  of  inconvenience  and  dirt. 

Enormous  quantities  of  smoke  are  carelessly  and  needlessly 
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discharged  into  the  air  of  this  town,  and  much  of  it  might  be  abated 
without  interfering  with  trade.  Smoke  is  a  nuisance,  and  like  all 
other  nuisances  it  lowers  vitality.  It  is  especially  bad  on  the  east 
side  of  the  town,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  prevent  any 
unnecessary  nuisance  from  this  cause.  A  circular  upon  the  subject 
was  issued  by  the  Council  in  July,  calling  the  attention  of  Manufac¬ 
turers  to  the  increasing  and  serious  nuisance.  The  Police,  the  private 
individual  and  the  Local  Government  Board  have  certain  powers 
granted  them,  which  they  can  use  under  certain  circumstances  to 
prevent  unnecessary  nuisance  from  smoke,  even  in  towns  like  this. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  indicated  the  insanitary  condition  of 
many  cowsheds,  and  noted  improvements  when  there  were  any  to 
record.  The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  Mr.  Cash’s  cowshed  was 
specially  referred  to.  I  cannot  say  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at 
Stone  Street  was  caused  by  infected  milk,  but  I  can  say  that  it  is 
quite  possible.  Insufficient  precautions  are  taken,  not  only  here,  but 
in  the  Country  generally,  to  secure  a  milk  supply  free  from  dirt  and  the 
bacillus  of  tubercle.  Clean  milk  means  cleaner  and  better  cowsheds, 
and  therefore  increased  cost  in  production.  The  public  ought  to 
insist  on  having  clean  milk,  even  if  they  have  to  pay  more  for  it, 
and  the  Council  can  do  much  to  help  the  public  to  get  it.  Further 
legislation  is  needed  to  diminish  the  risk  of  buying  milk  containing 
the  germs  of  disease. 

Four  hundred  and  two  children  were  successfully  vaccinated, 
none  were  insusceptible  of  vaccination,  52  died  unvaccinated,  24 
Exemption  Orders  were  received,  the  vaccination  of  15  was  post¬ 
poned,  11  have  removed  from  the  District  and  6  cannot  be  found. 

Eight  hundred  and  eighteen  certificates  were  issued  to  Element¬ 
ary  School  Teachers  advising  exclusion  of  children  from  school  for 

%j  O 

defined  periods  for  various  infectious  ailments,  involving  the  exclusion 
also  of  1133,  who  were  not  themselves  ill.  With  regard  to  Regulation 
46  (2)  issued  January  1908  for  Managers  and  Teachers  by  the 
County  Council,  I  may  say  that  so  far  as  this  town  is  concerned,  it 
is  not  my  intention  to  give  advice  according  to  the  suggestions  therein 
contained,  because  I  am  satisfied  that  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
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may  be  conveyed  by  clothing,  and  because  I  have  seen  many  children 
who  beyond  all  doubt  have  had  Measles  several  times. 

In  1906  a  Departmental  Committee  was  formed  “  to  inquire  and 
report  what  diseases  and  injuries,  other  than  injuries  by  accidents, 
are  due  to  industrial  occupations,  are  distinguishable  as  such,  and 
can  be  properly  added  to  the  diseases  enumerated  in  the  Third 
Schedule  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Bill,  1906.”  At  the  invita¬ 
tion  of  the  Home  Office  Authorities,  I  gave  such  evidence  as  my 
experience  afforded,  before  the  Committee  in  London  in  February 
last,  chiefly  on  the  diseases  known  as  colliers  asthma  and  fibroid 
consumption.  The  evidence  given  has  been  printed,  together  with 
that  of  91  other  surgeons  examined,  and  will  be  found  on  pages  237 
to  239  of  the  Committee’s  Beport  ;  and  the  Beport  and  Minutes  of 
evidence  were  presented  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament  by  Com¬ 
mand  of  His  Majesty. 

After  April  1st,  1910  no  woman  will  be  permitted  to  attend 
women  in  childbirth  for  gain,  except  under  the  direction  of  a  Doctor, 
unless  certified  as  a  Midwife  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1902.  A 
large  number  of  the  poor  women  in  this  town  have  hitherto  been 
attended  by  the  old  fashioned  midwives,  who  will  shortly  be  extinct  ; 
and  the  contemplated  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  passing  of  the 
Act  of  1902,  cannot  be  secured  before  there  is  a  sufficiency  of  trained 
midwives  to  take  the  place  of  those  who 'now  act  as  such.  As  how¬ 
ever  there  appears  to  be  no  reasonable  prospect  of  a  sufficient  num¬ 
ber  of  nurses  being  trained  by  1910  to  meet  the  calls  likely  to  be 
made  upon  them,  it  is  necessary  for  those  interested  in  the  public 
welfare  to  consider  what  can  be  done.  I  think  your  Clerk  will 
advise  that  the  Council  has  power  to  make  grants  in  aid  of  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  midwives  ;  but,  should  that  be  so,  it  is  obvious  no  such  grant 
should  be  made  unless  the  services  of  the  woman  to  be  trained  are 
reserved  for  the  town  for  a  certain  period — not  however  as  the  ser¬ 
vant  of  the  Council,  but  as  the  servant  of  the  public,  who  will  them¬ 
selves  have  to  pay  for  her  services.  The  importance  of  the  subject 
will  appeal  to  the  Council  with  greater  force,  if  it  is  borne  in  mind, 
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that  probably  one  fourth  of  all  the  blindness  in  the  Country,  is  due 
to  neglect  of  children  during  the  first  fortnight  of  their  lives. 

The  Medical  inspection  of  Elementary  School  Children  became 
compulsory  on  January  1st  ;  and  the  County  Council,  as  the  local 
Authority  here,  having  decided  to  appoint  School  Medical  Officers  to 
devote  the  whole  of  their  time  to  the  work  of  medical  inspection,  I 
need  only  say,  that  in  my  opinion  the  Council  is  doing  that  which  is 
best  calculated  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  the  Education 
(Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907,  for  when  the  State  required 
every  child  to  attend  school,  it  assumed  the  moral  responsibility  of 
seeing  that  no  physical  or  mental  deterioration  should  result  to  that 
minority,  considerable  in  point  of  numbers,  for  whom  ordinary 
school  life  is  not  suitable.  The  work  will  require  those  who  under¬ 
take  it  to  undergo  a  special  training,  and  my  fear  is,  in  view  of  the 
circulars  which  have  been  issued  on  the  subject  by  the  Education 
Department,  lest  too  much  should  be  aimed  at  at  once.  The  realiza¬ 
tion  of  the  aspirations  of  the  Department  will  take  a  generation  to 
evolve,  and  I  doubt  if  there  is  a  man  in  existence  to-day,  who  can 
yet  say  how  the  best  results  are  likely  to  be  obtained. 

The  Council  has,  I  understand,  not  yet  finally  decided  whether 
it  will  adopt  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  It  is  an  Act  cal¬ 
culated  to  decrease  infantile  mortality,  if  satisfactorily  administered  ; 
but,  it  cannot  be  administered  by  your  present  sanitary  staff  without 
traiued  female  health  visitors,  supplemented  by  voluntary  efforts,  and 
its  adoption  will  impose  upon  me,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  the  necessity 
of  receiving  and  dealing  with  from  700  to  2000  letters  a  year.  This 
would  occupy  so  much  time,  that  I  am  sure  the  Council  would  not 
expect  me  to  give  it,  without  increased,  remuneration 

All  but  two  of  the  deaths  were  certified  by  Doctor  or  Coroner. 
The  Tables  required  to  be  filled  up  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  the  County  Council  and  the  Home  Office  will  be  forwTarded, 
and  in  substance  are  appended  hereto.
